sions exist. Hopes, nevertheless, 
are cherished that they will be 
proved unjustified by events. As the 
Star says: “It would be a national 
calamity if the Unionist party were 
to split over the Ulster settlement. 
It would be unfair to Redmond and 
the Irish party, unfair to Carson 
and the UWlister Covenanters, unfair 
to the government, unfair to the al- 
lies, unfair to the empire.”’ 

It is pointed out in view of the 
possibility that some such action by 
the Lords as has been foreshadowed 
would precipitate a conflict between 
democracy and aristocracy, that the 
trade unions agreed that munition 
workers would not be allowed to 
Strike and would be subjected to 


tional interests to sectional griev- 
ances and they have a right to ex- 
pect the same spirit of patriotic 
service from union statesmen. 

Another point which clearly 
brought out is that in order to car- 
ry their task in Ireland to complete 
success, both Carson and Redmond 
need all the moral support Great 
Britain can give. 

A Dublin dispatch to the Man- 
chester Guardian throws a white 
light on the difficulties that stil] re- 
main to be overcome in Ireland. The 
general Nationalist convention has 
yet to approve the Lioyd George 
Proposals for last Friday’s Belfast 
convention only represented the Na- 
tionalists for Ulster counties. 
Though Mr. Redmond, says the 
Guardian's correspondent, is likely to 
carry a national convention with 
even a largerymajority than Ulster 
has given, there are still some dif- 
ficulties which may be too easily 
minimized. To those who know how 
grievously the general body of Na- 
tionalist sentiment has been alienat- 
ed from the newly-felt British sym- 
pathy by measures taken to suppress 
the rebellion and by the continu- 
ance of martial law Friday's decision 
gave profound relief. 

Questions of great practical dif- 
ficulty are found to arise when it 
comes to working out the details of 
the exclusion of Ulster, and the atti- 
tude of the Ulster press is regarded 
as an indication that some of Sir 
Edward Carson’s supporters merely 
gave formal assent to the proposals 
in order to avoid the odlum of re- 
jecting them. With the southern 
Unionists who mix freely with their 
Catholic neighbors and who always 
have been reckoned milder than the 
northern Orangemen following the 
leading of Lord Selborne, the Ulster 
extremists would probably be 
brought into open opposition to Sir 
Edward Carson, whose strenuous 
and whole-hearted work for an early 
settlement are recognized by 
erstwhile bitterest foes.

Terrorism by Agitators _ is 
Reported in Chicago. 


Court will Investigate the 
Source of Threats. 


Melrose Park Strike Killing 
Sequel to Picketing.

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 28.—Fear struck deep 
into the hearts of witnesses for the! 
State in the union-labor trial today. 
Witness after witness was unable to 
identify any of the defendants, al- 
though previously they had said they 
could, attorneys for the State told 
the court. 


Judge Scanlan finally on request of 
Assistant State’s Attorney Marvin E. 
Barnhart adjourned court until an 
investigation could be made. The 
explosion of a bomb at the restau- 
rant of Thomas H. Petrakos, a State 
witness, and admission of Judge 
Scanlan that he and others had been 
threatened with death if any of the 
twenty defendants were convicted, 
are believed responsible for the sud- 
den loss of memory among other 
witnesses. 

Another development of the day 
was the arrest of “Big Bill” Thorn- 
ton by detectives from the State At- 
torney’s office. Thornton, who is 
said to be a friend of several of the 
defendants, admitted, according to 
the detectives, that he was in the 
restaurant at 3 o’clock and drank a 
cup of tea and left. 

According to the story told by Pet- 
rakos, Thornton was the man who 
made the threats that if he testified 
against the defendants in the labor 
case “some harm would befall him.” 

Adolf Luter, whose plate-glass 
windows at No, 664-666 North Clark 
street were broken in 1912, could not 
identify three men who are defend- 
ants today. Yet in 1912 he told Ed- 
win Raber, assistant State's attorney, 
that he had talked to them, the State 
claims.

Pay-roll Brigade Decides to 


Legislature by giving up a State 
job in order to keep his dnttion | 
pledges to support Republican prin- 
ciples. When Rogers came to Sac-) 
ramento he held a civil servigp po- 
sition on the water front.

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE } 
SACRAMENTO, June 26.—Gov. 
Johnson, on his return from Chicago, 
told his friends that he was feeling’ 
well, with the exception of an attack 
of indigestion. Republicans who 
have read his statement to the Pro- 
gressives in which he indorses the 


candidacy of Mr. Hughes say that 
this attack must be occasioned by 
overeating—of his own words. 

His indorsement of the Republican 
Presidential candidate was not un- 
expected, ag it was the only course 
open by which he might hope to se- 
cure even a minority following in the 
State Legislature. His political lieu- 
tenants have been working for a 
month to find candidates for the 
State Senate and Assembly who will 
agree to the administratiou pro- 
gramme if elected. 

Their future course is outlined in 
the Governor's statement to the Pro- 
gressives in which he says that part 
of the Progressives will be Progres- 
sive-Republicans and part Progres- 
sive-Democrats. He does not seem 
to grasp the fact that a Republican 
slogan this year is “united, but not 
hyphenated.” 

The administration plan for the 
Legislature is to swing the machine 
for a Republican candidate who will 
agree to take the programme in 
what seems to be a Republican dis- 
trict, and for a Democrati who will 
agree to take the programme in a 
Democratic district. The machine is 
to continue its former practice of 
trading between the lines. During 
the last six years bushwhacking has 
proved highly profitable. 
Reports from all over the north- 
ern part of te State are to the effect 
that Progressive indorsements are 
not going to be popular this year. 
Another slogan of the regular Re- 
publicans is that no hyphenated leg- 
islative candidates will be acceptable. 
In this the Democrats join. A can- 
didate who seeks more than one 
nomination will not be supported by 
either regular Republicans or reg- 
ular Democrats, 


SLIDE BEGINS. 


Nomination papers already called 
for, however, indicate that a num- 
ber of Progressives will seek Repub- 
lican indorsements, just as they did 
two and four years ago. Assembly- 
men Gabhart and Chenoweth of Sac- 
ramento county are both creatures of 
the State machine and are on_ the 
State pay roll. Both have announced 
that they will seek the Republican 
nomination. They trust to the in- 
fluence of the pay-roll brigade here 
to pull them through. There are 
about 1800 votes in the city of Sac- 
ramento controlled politically right 
from the State Board of Control, 
These can be swung into any party 
primary and they have already re- 
ceived instructions to register as Re- 
publicans for the August primary. 

They were every one registered as 
Progressives two years ago. The 
regular Republicans of Sacramento 
county will not surrender to the pay- 
roll brigade, however. They met last 
week and pledged themselves to sup- 
port regular Kepublican nominees. 
An attempt will be made to hold a 
conference in each Sacramento As- 
sembly District for the purpose of 
selecting Candidates to oppose Chen- 
oweth and Gebhart, both of whom 
are simply cogs in the administration 
machine. They figure as dispensers 
of patronage during the legislative 
session and hold minor jobs where

This prompted 
his visit to the church next day in 
search of the pastor. 

Inspection of the members of the 
congregation was made and those 
Who had been successfully vac- 
cinated were excused, while fifteen 
were compelled to bare their arms 
and receive the serum... The church 
was then fumigated. Powell is re- 
ported to be progressing nicely and 
is expected to resume his pastorate 
next week.

tcday that the world conditions are 
such that the Federated Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America 
must work together to regain for 
Christendom the confidence of the 
war-torn nations of the world. :

PLAINTIFF 
DOUBLE LOSER. 


Lazy Bee Ranch Case Decided 
for the Defendant. 


Means Automatic Forfeiture 
of Contract Money. 


Action en Wording of 
Transfer Instrument. 


A decision in favor of the de- 
fendant was rendered by United 
States District Judge Trippet Tues- 
day in the action brought by the 
H. F. Dangberg Land and Live Stock 
Company against the firm of Day 
& Foster, owner of the famous Lazy 
Bee Ranch in Arizona and New 
Mexico. The action was to recover 
$20,000 paid on a contract executed 
by the defendants with the Highland 
Cattle Company, in «June, 1913, 
through James C. Dodson, general 
manager of the Highland Cattle 
Company, for the sale of the ranch 
and “7000 head of cattle, more or 
less,” for $250,000. 

The sole issue was whether Dod- 
son was authorized to make the con- 
tract. It was testified that after the 
contract had been signed by Dod- 
son, $20,000 was paid on it by the 
Highland Cattle Company. Later 
on, Dangberg and President Hum- 
Phreys appeared at Duncan, Ariz., 
with what was said to be a copy of 
the contract. This called for the 
delivery of 9000 head of cattle, 
which, at the current rate for cat- 
tle In Arizona, $30 a head, would 
amount to more than the entire 
amount to be paid for the ranch 
and the stock, the ranch being val- 
ued at but $50,000. . 


It was alleged that the copy of 
the contract was a fraudulent one, 
adopted, it is claimed, by Dodson 
for the purpose of deceiving his prin- 
cipals, as the real contract, it is al- 
leged, was.in escrow in the First 
National Bank at Duncan, awaiting 
the payment of the balance of the 
contract price of $230,000. 

The authority of Dodson to make 
the contract was attacked by the 
plaintiffs, in face of the fact that, at 
the time of its execution, he was 
vice-president of the Highland Cat- 
tle Company, a member of its board 
of directors, and Dangberg and 
Humphreys had paid the $20,000 
draft drawn on them by Dodson. It 
was also shown that Dodson had 
bargained for the sale of $25,000 
worth of the cattle from the “Lazy 
Bee” ranch, to a Portiand (Or.) firm 


of cattle buyers, before the payment. 


of the draft was made. ° 

Judge Trippet, in deciding the 
case, stated that if Dodson had the 
authority to make the spurious con- 
tract, he had the right to make the 
one upon which the money was paid. 
The court held that in making the 
last-named contract, Dodson was 
well within his authority, conferred 
not only by the execution of the 
spurious contract that was accepted 
by the Highland Cattle Company, but 
also by the instrument that they 
were seeking to recover on. 

As a result of the judgment, Day 
& Foster have the $20,000, and the 
cattle and ranch, upon which there 
has been an appreciation of about 
$30,000 since the signing of the con- 
tract for sale in 1913.

STARTS TROUBLE. 


The trouble between the non- 
union men and the unionites started 
about four weeks ago when a repre- 
sentative of the Bakers’ and Confec- 
tioners’ International Union, local 
No. 37, called on Mr. Gordon and 
demanded that he discharge one of 
his foremen, who was alleged to be 
in arrears for six months’ dues at 
the union headquarters. 

Mr. Gordon told the union dele- 
gate that he would not interfere 
with tne foremen in his business 
relations with the union, and sev- 
éral days later three bakers declared 
a strike at the factory. The men 
who quit declared they would force 
Mr. Gordon to comply with the 
union men’s request. 

Several nours after the bakers 
went out on strike, according to Mr. 
Gordor, a delegation of unionites 
appeared and threatened to attack 
any non-union man who continued 
work at the factory. Some of the 
men were assaulted by the unionites 
before detectives from the Univer- 
sity Station were sent to guard the 
building. 

One night about a week ago two 
men entered the yard in the rear 
of the Gordon factory and cut to 
ribbons the tires on several motor 
trucks used by the Gordon drivers 
to deliver. bread to different parts 
of the city. 


' THROW ACID ON BREAD. 


Others in the gang of unionites 
that surrounded the Gordon plant 
cut the electric wires leading into 
the building and threw large quan- 
tities of acid into the trucks and 
baskets used for the delivery of 
bread. 

These tactics on the part of the 
union men frightened some of the 
employees, who had at first refused 
to be intimidated. One night only 
three men reported for work. 
Bakers from out of the city, who 
were brought here by Mr. Gordon, 
refused to work more than one or 
two nights at the plant because the 
unionites threatened to. kill them.

S THIS ONE OF 
THE VICTIMS? 


Unknown Dead Man Terribly 
Beaten and Stabbed, 
Found in Lot. 

An unidentified man, fairly 
well dressed and in the prime 
of life, was found lying be- 
neath a huge pepper tree in 
the lot on the northwest cor- 
ner of Vermont avenue and 
West Jefferson street late yes- 
terday afternoon, his throat 
horribly slashed, his wrists 
torn and great bruises marking 
his face and head. 

The body was discovered by 
M. N. Rita, driver for a gaso- 
line company, who was de- 
livering ofl to a near-by sta- 


tion. 

The right hand of the dead 
man clutched a bloody pen 
knife. 

At the Pierce Bros. morgue, 
a closer examination of the 
body disclosed that the knife 
wound in the neck might have 
been delivered after death, and 
the knife placed in the hand. 
The wrists were torn and 
bruised, as if the man had 
been manhandled. Discolora- 
tions about the eyes showed he 
had been beaten, probably with 
fists. A stab wound in the 
back of his neck, In a spot 
where he could not possibly 
have inflicted a wound un- 
aided, decried the theory of 
suicide. 

The man was about 40 years 
old, wore a three-piece brown 
suit, was clean shaven, 
slightly bald, dark hair, and 
wore a soft black hat. His 
height was judged at 6 feet. 
There were no marks of iden- | 
tification on his person. The 
collar was new, and did not 
contain laundry marks. Mo- 
torcycle Officer Stevens will 
conduct further investigation 
today.

Thir investiga- 
tion was very thorough and exten- 
sive, and it give the New York 
educator an opportunity to become 
thoroughly conversant with the local 
school system.

DEFINE ALIEN STATUS, 


If They go to War Citizenship Way

Philanthropist’s Concern is 
Largely for Charity. 

Leaves Housing Apartments 
for Old and Needy. 


Devoting the bulk of his will to 
the great philanthropy he founded 
for the betterment of needy mothers 
and widows, Orson T. Johnson, 
multimillionaire, leaves the residue 
of his estate to his wife, Anna C. 
Johnson; his son, Frederick OO. 
Johnson; hig daughter, Katharine J. 
Flint; his grandchildren, Anita 
Johnson Loos and Charles Taylor 
Johnson of San Diego, in the man- 
-ner and proportion as provided for 
under the law of succession. 

In their petition for the probate 
of the will, filed yesterday through 
Attorneys Gray, Barker and Bowen, 
the executors, ‘Frederick O. John- 
son, Fred W. Fiint, Jr., and Donald 
Barker, state they are unable to 
give a statement in detail of Mr. 
Johnson's property. The estate 
consists, however, of cash, stocks, 
bonds and real and personal prop- 


The will was executed October 8, 
1915. It states that the family resi- 


dence with the furnithre and fur- 
nishings were conveyed to Mrs. 


Johnson before Mr. Johnson's death, 


and it was his intention that she 
shall have full title, 
It is also directed that the deed 


to the six lots upon which the Anna 


Craven Johnson Housing apartments 
were constructed and i recently 
opened, held in escrow for the city 
of Los Angeles, shall take effect at 
once. The will also directs that the 
tablets with inscriptions expressing 
the purposes and conditions of the 
Housing apartments shall not be re- 
moved. 

The conditions upon which the 
apartments ghall be occupfed are 
set out in fu™. No person shall oc- 
cupy them except those subject to 
the conditions and restrictions, and 
such persong shall have been born 
in the United States of American 
and Caucasian races. They shall be 
of good moral character and of in- 
dustrious habits, not addicted to the 
use of intoxicating liquors or drugs. 

The occupation of the apartments 
is restricted to widows dependent on 
daily labor for their support and 
having two or more young children 
living with them: mothers having 
dependent husbands and at least one 
child; mothers deserted by their hus- 
bands and having children, and 
mothers dependent on their labor 
and with at least one child and hav- 
ing an aged parent or parents de- 
pendent on them. 

It is provided that the Housing 
apartments shall be under the 
Housing Commission of the city; that 
mothers shall teach their children 
habits of industry, thrift and econ- 
omy, and require them to assist in 
the household work. Rentals will 
be used for the upkeep of the prem- 
ises, which are between Sixth street 
and Crown Hill, Colina and Bolsa 
streets. The rentals will also be 
used to defray the salary of the 
superintendent and an attendant for 
the nursery.

The ranks are filling up with 
keen-eyed adventurers, professional 
men, ministers, laboring men, busi- 
ness men—all ranks are represented. 
Some are veterans of the Spanish 
War and some of the Philippines in- 
surrection; some have served in the 
armies of Europe, and still others 
have received training in the militia 
and military schools, and many are 
entirely new ta soldiering. 

Drills are held evenings, and every 
effort is made to have the regiment 
not only recruited, but ready for 
service when the call comes.

SCHLATTER, ALGARD. 
TO STAY IN EAST. 


{BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, June 28.—tl'nited 
States Commissioner Houghton to- 
day refused to honor an extradition 
Warrant calling for the removal 
from this city to California of the 
Rev. Francis Schlatter and his sec- 
retary, Rev. August Algard, who are 
under indictment in Los Angeles on 
a charge of conspiring to use the 
mails to defraud persons sick, lame 
and blind. The two men were dis- 
charged from custody. 

In discharging the defendants, 
Commissioner Houghton filed an 
opinion declaring that mental and 
divine healing were not offenses 
against the law and that Schlatter 
and his associates were to be ex- 
cused for the extravagance of their 
advertisements in the official publi- 
cation of their church. 

“On the final analysis of the rec- 
ord as to whether an offense has 
been committed or not,” the opinion 
concluded, “I feel satisfied that 
Schlatter had an honest belief that 
he possessed divine power of heal- 
ing and exercised it and when he 
testified. ‘I do honest and truthful 
work through God to the human 
being,’ he so believed.” 
Letters introduced in the  re- 


cent proceedings to have Schlat- 
ter and Algard removed, pur- 
ported to show that Schlatter, who 


had claimed to be the reincarnation 
of Moses, practiced as a “divine 
healer” in this city and obtained of- 
ferings totalling about $1000. ‘These 
letters were breweht here by a Tos 
Angeles postoffice inspector and 
were addressed to the Rev. August 
Schrader of the Baptist Church, In- 
corporated, of Oakland, Cal., who is 
also under indictment there.

LEAF FROM HISTORY. 

The death of Mrs. W. W. Belknap in 

| this city recalls a momentous episode in 
our national history. She was the wife of 

‘Gen. W. W. Belknap of Iowa, Secretary of 

War during the second administration of 

‘President Grant. He became involved in 

what were known as the “whisky frauds” 

and was forced out of official life in 1876. 


‘But with the usual tenacity shown by Grant 


fn sticking to his friends, they were the 
closest friends during the lifetime of both 
men. Gen. Belknap died in Washington 
in 1890. 


ANCIAL CHANGES. 

Before the great war a large portion 
of the money necessary to finance the cost 
of harvesting and transporting our crops 
was obtained from Europe, and we paid the 
loans from the export of our produce. Yet 
fn 1914 the two largest grain crops in our 
history were financed from home resources. 

In 1914, before the outbreak of the war, 
Europe held from three to four thousand 
million dollars of American § securities. 
Nearly one-half of these have been resold 
in Wall street to American investors. The 
American market has taken them and in 
addition has loaned Europe over one thou- 
sand million dollars. The excess of our 
exports over our imports in 1915 was $1,778,- 
000,000 as against $692,000,000, which was 
the largest excess in any preceding year. 

A large@ portion of this excess was for 
@rms and niunitions of war sold to the al- 
lies, but no inconsiderable portion of it con- 
sisted of manufactures of wool and leather.

HE WOMAN TRAGEDY. 

We are apt to think of the great Euro- 
pean war as mainiy a man holocaust, a 
masculine gehenna. We read the slaughter 
reports, the casualty lists, the millions of 
dead, the worse millions of tortured and 
blinded and scrap-heaped and permanently 
disfigured—men, all men, the brightest, the 
bravest, the best, herded like cattle into the 
shambles. A sacrifice to the gods of the 
masculine, is it not? 

Yes, at present, while the war still 
and afterwards? | 

In the daybreak reckoning—no, not the 
reckoning in pounds or marks or francs— 
in the fina] reckoning of national losses and 
agony, physical and spiritual, is it the hero 
man, sacrificing his life or his health or 
his eyesight or his flesh and bones, that is 
the cruelest victim of humanity’s frenzy to 
scar and mar the handiwork of God? 

Revelations as to the steps already be 
ing contemplated by responsible rulers for 
gathering up the broken pieces after, the 
‘war are rather illuminating to those inter- 


}‘ested in discovering on whom the burden 


of war finally falls most heavily. 

_ Wigures as to the effect in England 
alone—and England has suffered far less 
than France and Germany in the loss of 
male citizens—show that already there are 


four women to every one man in the popu-. 


lation of the British Isles, including the 
maimed and crippled and physically unfit. 
Marriageable men capable of supporting a 


wife and raising a family are in the pro- 


portion of one to six. Five out of every six 
women in gland under present marriage 
laws are useless to the state!—as the stat- 
isticilans figure it. And the proportion will 
be larger before the slaughter stops. : 

So, say the war directors, healthy blood 
must be infused into the veins of the na- 
tion; the spiritual must have material to 
work upon. To do this for a time the spir 
itual must be ready for self-sacrifice. 

The spiritual, of course, is the woman. 
For the defense of their home mothers have 
been asked to surrender their male off- 
spring and they have done so loyally. 
Wives and sisters and sweethearts for their 
country have been asked to shoulder heavy 
masculine labors and they have done so 
cheerfully. Women have been asked to 
bold in abeyance their fight for the single 
standard in morals and politics and they 
have done so unreservedly. 

But this is not enough. Statesmen and 
economists and social reformers in England 
are already discussing the problem of Eu- 
rope after the war, and to meet the proba- 
bilities of national needs the self-sacrifice 
of woman is again the main factor. 

Schemes are on foot to provide crippled 
soldiers with wives who must at the same 
time be the mothers of the next genera 
tion and the main support financially of the 
home—wage-earners and child-bearers com- 
bined. Six women to one man! Well, say 
others, while open immorality can never 
be countenanced in Puritan England, it can 
be subtilely hinted that fllegitimate chil- 
dren will not be thought undesirable; the 
country must be repopulated; the state will 
take care of foundlings—male preferred.

MPENDING BANKRUPTCY. 

“Why,” says Mr. McKenna, in a com- 
munication to the British public; “should 
anybody buy or hold American railway 4 
per cent. bonds at 95 when he can purchase 
English 5 per cent. exchequer bonds at 807?”

NEW OBSERVATIONS REGARDING 
GROWTH. 


There hgs long been a popular belief, 
which was shared also by many scientific 
observers, that any serious interference 
with the growth of the human body during 
childhood could never be compensated for. 
Thus, it was thought that a child stunted 
in growth temporarily by ill health or poor 
food would never attain full size no mat- 
ter how robust and well fed it might be 
later on. Some recent observations and ex- 
periments seem to show the fallacy of this, 
and other beliefs about growth, as reported 
in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association, as follows: 

“It is generally known from observation 
of actual instances that suppression of 
growth and even marked decline in weight 
for comparatively brief periods may be fol- 
lowed by resumption of growth, excellent 
restoration of loss of body substance, and 
subsequent recovery of the power to com- 
plete developmental cycle. This is a fa 
miliar manifestation of recuperation from 
severe and prolonged illness in childhood. 
There is a widespread belief, however, 
that unless the capacity to grow is exercised 
within the period at which it is ordinarily 


expected to manifest itself, that is, before 


the age of what is termed adult life, the 
possibility of further true growth is per- 
manently forfeited. This does not refer, 
of course, to such gains of weight as are 
represented by the addition of fat to the 
tissues, characteristic of middle life—a 
gain in the storage depots of the organism 
rather than a typical increase in stature. 
One American physiologist has expressed 
the current belief by saying that the ca- 
pacity for undergoing expansive growth 
appears to be transient, and that those 
cells which fail to react during the proper 
growing period of an animal have lost their 
opportunity forever. In the same sense the 
Berlin physiologist Rubner has maintained 
that the capacity to grow finally disappears, 
even when it is not called into use. In 
discussing the growth of children, Boas has 
noted that although retardation of early 
growth is made up by abnormally rapid de- 
velopment at a later period, an unduly pro- 
longed retardation cannot be entirely com- 
pensated for; accordingly, excessive early 
inhibition of growth may be detrimental to 
the individual. 

“Some of the problems here involved have 


been subjected to an investigation in a se- 


ries of prolonged experiments undertaken 
by Osborne and Mendel at New Haven, in 
a series of studies conducted on small ant- 
mals having a brief period of growth and 
a short span of life. In the case of Albino 
rats, in which increment of body weight or- 
dinarily ceases before the age of 300 days, 


resumption and completion of growth were 


readily obtained at an age of more than 550 
days. If these statistics were translated 
into terms of human life, they would indl- 
cate that resumption of growth would still 
be possible in individuals who remained un- 
grown until far into what is commonly 
termed “middle” life. It is thus evident that 
the growth impulse, or capacity to grow, can 
be retained and exercised at riods far 
beyond the age at which growth ordinarily 
ceases. This finding suggests that the ca- 
pacity to grow is lost only by exercise of 
this fundamental property of living organ- 
isms.

THE FARMER AND HIS 
GRAIN. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES} 
BY CARL VROOMAN, 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture. 
T IS THE FARMER who suffers 


when European buyers lose con- 
fidence in the character of 
American grain, as they unquestion- 
ably have done in recent years. It 
is asserted that in the course of long 


years of trading our exporters thave 
accustomed foreign markets to ac 


cept certain grades of grain and that 
to effect a radical change in these 
would disturb commerce. The truth 
is that our export trade has in large 
measure been conducted in a way 
which may be likened to trading with 
debased currency and it is the Amer- 
ican farmer who has been paying 
the price of the depreciation. 

The grain grades provision of the 
agricultural appropriation bill does 
not create an ideal system—nobody 
expects an ideal system to be cre 
ated in a minute—but it is a very 
important, a very necessary part of 
the great agricultural programme we 
are working out in this country. 

The present bill must not be con- 
fused with the so-called McCumber 
Bill which provided for absolute Fed- 
eral inspection of grain. This would 
have wiped out all of the State in- 
spection bureaus and would have 
saddied upon the United States an 
expense of several million dollars 
annually. 

This act provides for the estab- 
lishment of official grain grades, for 
the marketing of al! grain in inter- 
state and foreign commerce in ac- 
cordance with these grades, and for 
Federal supervision of the grading. 
It aims to simplify the relations be- 
tween growers, dealers and consum- 
ers, to enable the man who produces 
a superior quality of grain to obtain 
a price for it commensurate with its 
value, and to promote our export 
trade by increasing confidence in the 
character of our foreign shipments. 

The creation of official standards 
and Federal supervision will not 
only restore foreign confidence, but 
it will also restore and maintain the 
proper difference in price between 
the different grades. Today Cana- 
dian wheat brings a higher price in 
the English market than American 
grain classed as the same grade, 
Canada has official standards. When 
we have also, the American producer 
of really high-grade wheat will find as 
good a market for it as his neighbor 
across the border finds for his. 

The benefit is to the farmer who 
raises his grain, hauls it to the mar- 
ket and ships it himself. If instead 
of shipping it himself he prefers to 
deal with a farmers’ elevator the bill 
also gives him a decided advantage. If 
there is no farmers’ elevator in his 
vicinity and he does not raise enough 
wheat to ship a carload lot himself, 
he can, by co-operating with a half 
dozen of hié neighbors, get all the 
advantages that any one can get 
from the bill. Of course if he only 
raises a few’ bushels of wheat and 
is not sufficiently interested to go 
in with his neighbors to make up @ 
carload shipment he will derive no 
direct benefit from the Dill. This is 
‘@ matter which he has in his own 
hands. The bill offers him this op- 


State inspection, but does not com- 
pel him to take advantage of it. 

Under the present system each 
distributing center grades the grain 
it ships as it pleases. So great is 
the variety, confusion and laxity of 
the existing standards, that little at- 
tention f& paid to them. The farmer 
is likely to receive the same price 
for all his grain—good, bad and in- 
different—a price that is certain to 
be no higher than the average qual- 
ity of the grain warrants and fre- 
quently is much less. Under such 
circumstances there is no incentive 
to produce good grain or to handle 
it carefully, and the farmer does not 
get the maximum profit from his 
crop. 

The new measure directs the Sec- 
retary of Agriculturé to establish of- 
ficial grades for grain and to license 
inspectors to grade it in accordance 
with these standards. All grain 
shipped must be inspected by a 
licensed inspector and must be sold 
by the grade he assigns to it, or 
else sold by sample or type and not 
by grade at all. Appeals may be 
taken to the Secretary of Agriculture 
through his inspectors at the ter 
minal markets from the classifica- 
tions of the State inspectors and he 
has power to revoke the licenses of 
inspectors for cause. 

By these means the act ensures 
uniformity in the standards and 
strictness in their enforcement, with- 
out establishing a costly system of 
~ Federal inspection. The men who 
are now inspecting and grading grain 
will hereafter be responsible to the 
Federal government, not to shippers 
and dealers financially interested in 
the results. The farmer will be paid 
for what he produces and the con- 
sumer will get what he pays for.

REFUNDS ARE ORDERED. 

Refunds of tax payments made in 
duplicate through error aggregat- 
ing probably more than $5000 were 
ordered by the City Council yesterday 
through a resalution presented by 
Councilman Langdon. In presenting 
the resolution, Dr. Langdon called at- 
tention to the fact that a consid- 
erable fund has accumulated from 
instances where property owners 
have paid their taxes twice or have 
made overpayments, generally 
through no fault of their own. The 
City Auditor is instructed to ascer- 
tain the names and addresses of 
those entitled to reimbursement from 
this fund and to notify them that 
they may have the money on de- 
mand. 


MORMON ISLAND. 
TAXES ARE DELINQUENT. 


Taxes on Mormon Island at the 
municipal harbor are delinquent to 
the amount of $35,308.55 and unless 
they are paid by next Monday, the 
Harbor Commission propOses that 
the island be sold to the highest 
bidder. As a compromise proposi- 
tion, the Banning Company suggests 
that the city cancel the taxes, take 
the property and give the company 
an easement for thirty yéars on the 
ground. President Woodman of the 
Harbor Commission refused to con- 
sider the offer of the Banning Com- 
pany and he will urge that the prop- 
erty be sold. 

Mormon Island includes ninety- 
five acres and to this the Banning 
Company claims title, while the city 
claims the right to use the island 
property for commerce and, because 
of the controversy, the island has 
remained idle.

REMAND HAMMEL CASE. 
Action Involving Fee Claims of For- 
mer Sheriff to be Heard by Su- 
perior Court, Under Ruling 
Reversing Decision of 
Judge Shenk. 


In the action brought by for- 
mer Sheriff W. A. Hammel against 
the State Board of Control to com- 
pel the defendants by a writ of 
mandate, to approve claims aggre- 
gating $2199.26, which were present- 
ead by him as Sheriff for services 
and expenses during the month of 
December, 1914, the District Court 
of Appeal yesterday reversed the 
judgment of Superior Judge Shenk, 
who dismissed the case on the 
ground of a lack of jurisdiction. 

The Board of Control alleged that 
Hammel was indebted to the State to 
the full amount of his bill, upon 
claims for services rendered during 
the years 1911-12-13, which claims 
were much in excess to what he was 
legally entitled. It was also alleged 
that fraudulent representations were 
made by the officer in the prepara- 
tion of the bills rendered by him. 

Under the ruling of the District 
Court it will now be necessary to 
thrash out the issues in the Supe- 
rior Court.

Temporary Allowance for the 
County is Fixed. 


Economy's Watchword of the 
Coming Budget. 


School “Frills” Criticised by 
the Supervisors. 


A temporary aliowance of $1,015,- 
652.50 for expenses of operating Los 
Angeles county affairs over July and 
August, while the annual budget is 
being arranged, was made by the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday 
morning. 

This estimate of expenses over 
that period was made by the board 
and by County Auditor Lewis after 
several weeks of careful survey of 
conditions and close tabulation of 
sums needed by each department. 
Orders were issued to each depart- 
ment, calling attention to the great 
need for economy, and in very few 
of these Was any allowance made 
for increase in appropriations, the 
majority all coming in for a de- 
crease. 

The temporary two-month budget 
calis for the expenditure of $398,- 
030.00 in salaries for county em- 
ployees. General expensés call for 
the expenditure of $496,072.50. The 
road department is to have $36,000 
for general work and $75,000 to be 
expended in equal amounts in the 
First, Fourth and Fifth supervisoria! 
districts. 

The balance of $30,000 is to be 
paid to the San Diego exposition for 
the maintenance of the Los Angeles 
exhibits and the general expenses of 
the exposition. The county free li- 
brary is scheduled to obtain $6400. 
The foregoing items are all included 
under general expenses. : 

An appropriation of $99,250 for 
the purchase of lands and the im- 
provement of these for county pur- 
poses is included in the total, and 
the balance calls for $22,300 for pur- 
chase of new equipment and repairs 
county. 

COLLECT TWO TAXES. 

“The odium of high taxation rests 
largely on the Board of Supervisors 
for the reason that the great bulk 
of voters and taxpayers fail to con- 
sider that this body is forced to col- 
lect both city and county school 
tax,” said Chairman Pridham yes- 
terday when the matter of arrang- 
ing the school tax budget for the 
year was brought up. 

“Last year the tax levy for main- 
tenance of city schools was $1.00%, 
while the tax for operating all 
of the departments of the coun- 
ty was at the rate of 62% cents, in- 
dicating that it costs 28 cents more 
per hundred dollars of assessed val- 
uation to operate the schools than 
to carry on the road work, care for 
the indigents, pay county salaries 
and do all other work to be done,” | 
said the speaker. : 

Of this immense sum necessary 
for schools, approximately 75 per 
cent. is spent in salaries, while the 
balance goes for interest on school 
bonds, maintenance of buildings and 
other incidentals. Supervisor Ham- 
iiton called attention to the auto- 
matic salary advance of teachers, in- 
stituted last year, which will cost 
the taxpayers more than $100,000 
additional money this year. 

“FRILLS” IN SCHOOLS. 

Comment on the many “educa- 
tional frilis” that have been intro- 
duced in the public schools was 
made by different members of the 
board, and Chairman Pridham spoke 
of the fact that the Board of Edu- 
cation, without consulting the 8Su- 
pervisors, practically makes up its 
own budget, and then merely de- 
mands the fulfilment of its require- 
ments. In order to prevent friction 
in this matter this year, Secretary 
McPherron of the Board of Super- 
visore was yesterday requested to in- 
vite the Board of Education, the 
County Superintendent of Schools 
and other officials vitally interested 


to appear at a joint meeting and 
take up the matter of proper ap- 
propriations for the ensuing year.

ROAD DEPARTMENT MAY | 


SWALLOW UP FORESTER. 


NE of the first county depart- 
ments to be eliminated in an 
effort to reduce taxes will be 

the forestry department. Such a 
step was not definitely determined on 
yesterday when the matter was 
brought up by Supervisor Hinshaw 
before the Board of Supervisors for 
action, but the majority_of the board 
favored elimination of the depart- 
ment, which at present has about 
thirty persons on its pay roll. 

Supervisor Hinshaw after calling 
attention to the fact that the forestry 
department was never intended to 
branch out extensively, declared that 
practically all of the work now be- 
ing done by a small office force un- 
der the forester and an outside force 
of ten overseers and sixteen laborers 
could easily be looked after by the 
road department. 

“The State of Massachusetts has 
a system which calis for supervision 
of all forestry work by the road de- 
Partments and it has worked out 
well,” said Supervisor Hinshaw. “I 
believe that 60 per cent. of the 
money now spent in the work of the 
Forestry Department can be saved 
by a consolidation.” 

In order to comply with the State 
law which places control of trees 
along the highways in the hands of 
county foresters and a forestry com- 
mission, the board will continue one 
man and his assistant, perhaps, in of- 
fice as well as the commission, the 
latter being maintained at nominal 


expense. 

In order to bring the matter to a 
head, Supervisor Pridham introduced 
a resolution to the effect that the 
consolidation should be made and 
fina! action will be taken on Monday 
probably. 

Supervisor Hinshaw also declared 
that he would be opposed to a fur- 
ther appropriation of anywhere 
from $26,000 to $60,000 for reforest- 
ration purposes in the mountains, 
particularly where such work is done 
on private property or on State prop-

Budget Committee Goes After 
and Police.

Reports from various city depart- 
ments as to the amount necessary 
to carry on municipal work in the 
recently annexed territory, including 
Bairdstown, San Fernando and The 
Palms, were presented to the com- 
mittee. ‘nese asked for a total of 
$169,471, but this was trimmed 
about $50,000 tentatively. The 
amounts asked by various depart- 
ments for work in the new territory 


: engineering, $81,428; fire, 
; health, $3060; park, $7143; 
$2864 and tax collection, 

500. 

In the fire department budget the 
request of $10,250 for a fire engine 
for Van Nuys was eliminated and 
the commuttee will recommend that 
a part of the present city equipment 
be sent there until the new munici- 
pal building is ready. In its revision 
of the fire department budget the 
committee is also considering the ad- 
visability of closing one or more ad- 
ditional fire houses for the year. A 
new salary ordinance for the police 
department will also be recommend- 
ed by the committee which will elim- 
inate one lieutenant at $1800 a year, 
one sergeant at $1500 and ten pa- 
trolmen at a total of $10,000 for the 
year. One health inspector and one 
school nurse will also be taken from 
the force of the health department, 
reducing the salary list by $1860 a 


ear. 

The Budget Committee notified the 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
that at any time after 2 p.m. on 
July 3 the committee will be glad 
to meet with the committee of three 
to be appointed by the Chamber of 
Commerce, and go over the budget. 
This committee, according to Chair- 
man Wheeler, will be asked to sug- 


gest further cuts that it belleves can}

The trimming made by the com- 
mittee yesterday gets the tentative 
budget to within hafling distance of 
last year’s figures, but no account 
has been taken yet of the proposal 
to spend about $260,000 for a new 
outfall sewer and wharf at Hyperion 
to comply with the demands of the 
State Board of Health.
